Contra Costa county has been ex- 

ceedingly modest in permitting her 
resources, material progress and 
achievements to be made known, 
but: little advertising having been 
done. But the advantages of her 
Seographical position and facilities 
afforded by her water front, produc- 
tiveness of her soil, nearnegs to 
market, unsurpassed transportation 
facilities, wide variety of products 
and wonderful strides as a manu- 
facturing center are now attracting 
the manufacturer, capitalist,” home- 
seeker, professional man, farmer 
and wage-earner, for all of whom 
‘equal advantages are offered. 
‘ Conira Costa county is the natural 
as well as the adopted gateway of 
the great valleys of California. It 
Mes within a few miles of San Fran- 
cisco and the Golden Gate, and is 
bounded entirely on the west, north 
.and east by water. 

The great transcontinental rail- 
roads all pass through Contra Costa 
county. Thus it will be seen that 
the natural gateway to the interior 
of our great state is through Contra 
Costa county by land and through 
the waters that wash her northern 
shore by water, thus justly entitling 
Contra Costa to the claim of being 
_the ‘‘Gateway of California.” 

The valleys of Alhambra, Pacheco, 
Ignacio, Clayton and San Ramon 
extend from Suisun bay at Martinez 
to the southenn boundary line of the 
county beyond.

The great San Joaquin valley e- 
gins in eastern Contra Costa, ex- 
tending from Mt. Diablo on the west 
to. the-San Joaquin river on the east. 
This is a. beautiful stretch of coun- 
try, sloping gently from the moun- 
tain to the river. I® has an average 
width of about twenty miles and 
embraces upward of 60,000 acres of 
arable land. The soil is of a rich 
alluvial mature and produces pro- 
lific crops of wheat, barley, a‘falfa, 
fruits and vines, almonds, Olives, 
melons, beans, corn and all] garden 
and farm products. This valley is 
remarkable ’ for’ its production of 
wheat and barley, almonds and 
fruits. 


'To the northward and between 
the uplands and the San Joaquin riv- 
er is a body of reclaimed land em- 
bracing upward of 50,000 acres. This 
is of the most productive land im the 
state, being a rich deposit of sedt- 
ment and decomposed vegetation.
